Oatmeal, bread, and meat tend to make it 
acid. Therefore, if you eat oatmeal ig mod- 
eration, you are safe enough if you eat a 
fair amount of vegetables and fruit.

The majority of the corn traders do nothing 
in the market situation “to induce buying 
except to take profits on short sales. Low 
‘prices mean nothing to them at present be- 
cause of the market being largely a local 
affair. They are more worried about the 
general corn situation than ‘are those who 
own the bulk of the stock here. A little 
improvement in the cash demand was notice- 
able yesterday. but it is not enough to create 
uneasiness among’ the shorts. The corn situa- 
tion as a whole is considered the most un-
